There is a decided lull at present 
along the various war fronts. 
Heavy 
artillery play 
continues 
along the 
lines in France and Belgium, but 
neither here nor in any of the other 
important 
theatres 
of 
operations 
have there been infantry movements 
resulting in exchange of territory 
worth noting, so far as the ofiScial 
reports reveal. 


In Mesopotamia, the British relief 
army under Gen. Aylmer, which has 
been halted for some time a short 
distance down the Tigris from Kut- 
el-Amara, where Gen. Townshend's 
force is beleaguered, does not ap- 
pear to have been able as yet to 
make further progress. 
Constanti- 
nople declares that the British, at- 
tempting to advance from Felapie, 
were repulsed by a Turkish counter 
attack and compelled to fall back to 
their former positions. 


The 
advance 
of 
the 
Austrians 
doAyn the Albanian coast continues, 
the latest advices apparently indicat- 
ing that 
they 
were 
some twenty 
miles northeast of Durazzo. The ai- 
rival of 40,000 Montenegrin troops» at 
Durazzo, after a fatiguing retreat, js 
announced. 


Today's 
official 
statement 
from 
Berlin reveals only minor activities 
along the western front, except for 
the continuation of heavy artillery 
play by the French in the Argonne 
and 
the 
Champagne. 
The British 
were defeated in what was appai- 
ently an outpost affair south of T.a 
Bassee canal, accordiijg to the Ger- 
man account, while a French hand 
grenade attack south of the Somme 
broke down under the fire of the 
German artillery. 


In the Vosges region it is said the 
German guns are most active, Ber-

In the cA-ent of the fiimg of a re- 
monstrance the board of commissioner»

therefor during a period of two years 
from the 
date of 
liltng of such re- 
monstrance against all applicants;

any such license should be granted by 
the board during period same shall be 
null and void and holder thereof shall 
be liable for any sales of liquors made 
by him the same as if such sales were 
made Avithout a license." 


Remonstrance Not Filed. 


Tho fight to make the Fifth ward dry 
' Avill bo continued for four more weeks as 
the residt of.the failure of the "dry" 
forces to file their remonstrance Friday 
as Avas contemplated. The reason it waa 
not tiled, Avas because of a lack of suf- 
ficient 
signatures, Avhich they contend 
they Avill have no trouble in securing 
Avithin the coming month. 


The action of the temperance workers 
in not filing their petition has put the 
liquor forces in a position where they

TENSION IS LESSENING. 


No* Developments in Berlin While Wait- 
ing on Washington. 


Berlin, Feb. 3. -There are no new de 
voloimients here today in the Lusitania 
case while news is being aAvaited from 
Washington. 
^Vith regard to the pro- 
posals of Secretary Lansing on the sub 
ject of snbmarine warfare and the arm- 
iny of merchantmen the Associated Press 
is authoritatively informed that 
t h ^ 
have not so far "been submitted to Ger- 
many. 


The press continues to discuss the 
cabled report regarding those proposals 
of Mr. Lansing. 
The Koelnischo Volks 
Zeitung, an organ of the Catholic party., 
says that the proposals are absolutely 
inaccpetable as their, acceptance would 
signify the abandonment of the entire 
German submarine campaign against the 
commerce of the allies. With regard to 
the Lusitania (luestion the Volks Zeitung 
says that if Mr. Wilson is correctly re- 
ported as demanding that Germany r« 
cognize that the sinking of the Lusitania 
was illegal and unjustified by the theory 
of rejirisals, then there can be only one 
answer—a flat refusal. 


Tension is Lessening. 


The tension created by the latest de- 
velopments in the Lusitania case evi- 
dently is lessening. Most of the after- 
noon papers do not discuss the situation 
The Ivreiiz Zeitung, however, says it is 
necessary to 
emphasize 
the 
reasons 
whicli siiould influence Chancellor von 
Bethinann-Hollweg in deciding not to 
meet the demands of tlie United States 
and adds: "The chancellor will have to 
ask what America means by again sud- 
denly raising the question of the gen- 
eral principle involved in the Lusitania 
affair and demandiiig that we adopt a 
position completely at variance with the 
one Ave took clearly and without am- 
biguity, six months ago. 
He will have 
to decide whether this action by Amer- 
ica does not reflect intentions which 
could not be removed by concessions, 
however great, on our part, but could 
be met only by firm resolution. 


"The chancellor will h a ^ to consider 
whether it would not make on our al- 
lies, our enemies and neutrals an im- 
pression of weakness by no means jua- 
tified by our successes arid military po- 
sition to abandon our former standpoint 
and make confession of having acted 
contrary to international law—a confes- 
sion which would be used for all time 
to prove the t^i uth of the slanders •which 
have been heaped upon us." 


The Germania recalls the fact that 
February 4 is the anniversary of the is- 
suance of the German proclamation es- 
tablishing a war zone about tfie Brit- 
ish Isles. 
It says the most important 
consequence was destruction of the Lut- 
itania. 


"This ease so far from being settled, 
has reached an especially critical point," 
it continues. . "We cannot 
understand 
what moved America to take her pres- 
ent step. 
It is most certain that the 
sinking of the Lusitania was absolutely 
within the provisions of

Droclamatioji and ther^ore there can bo 
no talk of illegality unless our commer- 
cial war round about Gjeat Britain h 
to f)e deprived of its basis." ;

children sliowing a predisposition to the 
disease are taught in separate class 
rooms. 


As for the appearance of consumftion 
in districts hitherto spared, suchj for 
example, as mountainous regions, Dr. 
Kitazato blames the conditions in fac- 
tories in the cities. 
The factory girl, 
he declares, who has contracted 
the 
malady in the factory returns to her 
native village and infects others. 
He 
says that there are 500,000 factory girls 
in Japan and that the yearly death 
rate is about 0,000, of whom 6,300 suc- 
cun>b to tuberculosis. 


He adds: "Most of the factory girls 
live in dormitories. 
Space is at premi- 
um in these dormitories, usually about 
six feet square for three girls. In many 
instances two girls or required to sleep 
in one bed. 
Then again the girls are 
usually divided into two shifts. 
The 
girls of the night shift sleep in the day 
time and work at night. 
The girls of 
the day shift return and enter the very 
beds just vacated. 
No opportunity tu 
air the bedding is given." 


Dr. Kitazato expects to start a spec- 
ial hospital to ,treat consumption cases 
and he believes sanatoriums 
will 
be 
gradually increased .throughout the em- 
pire as financial conditions permit. 
If 
better methods of prevention and cure 
are adopted the scientist declares he is 
confident that Avithin a few decades tu- 
berculosis 
will 
practically 
disappcai« 
from Japan. 


So far as observation by foreigners, is 
conceme<l the spread of tuberculosis is 
tin part due to the freqxient construc- 
tion of Japanese houses in low ^ e a s 
where the sun rarely enters and to the 
habit of tightly closing windows and 
doors during the hours of sleep.

In the coursc of an address to Indiana democratic editors at a 
meeting of the association in Indianapolis, L. Ert Slack, the new 
United States district attorney for Indiana, not only set forth an ad- 
mirable conception of the duties of his high position, but enunciated a 
program for the conduct of his office that will win the most cordial 
endorsement. "It might as well be understood now as later," said 
Mr. Slack, "tliat all parties should organize on the ba«is that this 
campaign in Indiana shall be conducted entirely according to law, 
and that no party, no organization within any party, shall be pei*mit- 
ted to violate the law of the United States government without suf- 
fering the penalties and consequences thereof.'' 


Mr. Slack's declaration of intention was brought out following 
his refcroncc to the Tcrre Haute election fraud cases so su'ccessfully 
prosecuted by his predecessor, Frank C. Daile}-, and it had especially 
to do with the approaching political campaign. The new district at- 
torney made it clear, also, that he was not seeking to WiJie a name 
or to establish a reputation b^"- prosecuting anyone, but he declared 
for enforcement of the laAv and asserted that "the only way people 
can expect to escape the penalities of laAv violations is to refrain 
from violating the law." 


Developments in Indiana within the past few years have brought 
the position of United States district attorney muich more closely be- 
fore the public eye than ever before. They have made a very tangi- 
ble and a very forceful reality of a functionary of whom they had 
previously had but a dim conception, and whose power they little ap- 
I)reciated. Mr. Miller, in his prosecution of the dynamiting cases, 
and Mr. Dailey, in his cleaning up of the Terre Haute election crooks 
are largely responsible for this new appraisement of the position and 
its possibilities as well as its importance. Mr. Slack's address shows 
that he has a very definite idea of his duties and a sincere purpose to 
perform them faithfully and impartially. There is every reason to 
assume that his performance will square with his profession, and that 
it will be quickly established that he is a worthy successor to the two 
splendid men who immediately preceded him in the position. 


Senator Thomas succeeded in working himself into a fine fury 
over the burning of the Canadian parliament building at Ottawa, and 
introduiced a resolution denouncing it as an act of "deliberately 
plajmed incendiarism" and an "unpardonable crime against civili- 
zation." It is barely possible it is all of that, but if Senator Thomas 
is unable to find sufficient troubles on this side of the international 
line to occupy his attention completely, without stepping outside to 
hunt for more, he must have an abnormal appetite for that sort of 
thing. 


An event of no small importance to Allen county is scheduled for 
next Saturday, February 12, in the road school which will be held in 
Fort Wayne under the auspices of the highway engineering depart- 
ment of Purdue university. At that time there will be experts on hand 
to discuss the question of good road-building, illustrating their talks 
with charts and photogi-aphs of Indiana roads. The occasion should 
interest not only road officials but farmers, automobilists and all 
others who use the highways to any extent whatever. 


Statistical sharks in the bureau of labor statistics at Washington, 
now come forward with the comforting assurance that "relative" 
retail prices of principal articles of food in the United States decreas- 
ed one per cent, during last year. Still nobody appears to be serious- 
ly perplexed ovèr what he's going to do with his saving from this re- 
duction in the high cost of living.

justice today by E. C. Merwin of Masil- 
lion, O., and Finley P. Mount of Laporte 
Ind., who represent large manufacturing 
interests. 
Mount is 
receiver 
of 
the 
Rumely-Advance 
company, 
one of 
the 
largest threshing machinery manufactur- 
ing companies in America. 


These men brought a frank and out- 
spoken message to the department of 
justice. 
It was to tho effect that there 
has ben such a rise in the price of ma- 
terials that enter into the manufacture 
of this kind of machinery that the com- 
panies are faced with tho alternative of 
advancing the price of their finished pro- 
duct or of going out of business. 


No Other Way Out. 


There is no other way out of it they 
told Attorney General Gregory and G. 
Carroll Todd, the trust buster of the ad- 
ministration. While they spoke only foi 
their particular concerns they made it 
plain that a general advance is inevi- 
table. 
They accused no one of manipu- 
lation, but rather attributed the high 
cost of materials to the faet that mate- 
rials which formerly went into the man- 
ufacture of machinery are now used In 
various ways in the manufacture of war 
munitions. 


Tliey explained that they wished to 
keep on good terms with the department 
of j\igtice and to obey the Sherman an- 
ti-trust law. Tltey suggested that they 
Avould ho entirely willing that the de- 
partment or the Federal Trade commis- 
sion should appoint an expert to investi- 
gate conditions and to determine how 
much the prices of materials have been 
increased. They would not hope, they 
said, to advance the prices of tlie fin- 
ished product BO aa to absorb all of the 
advance in materials, though Jthcy ex- 
pected to make an advance wliich would 
partially cover this increase. 


They obtained no promises from tho 
department. "We are not allowed by law 
to give opinions of tho anti-trust law,' 
said Mr. Todd. "We have no choice in 
the matter."

jNIy stock is turning over at the rate 
of five times a year now. Two years 
ago I was turning it only three times. 
I figure tliat in a year or so I may be 
able to do even better. 


Sincc System tells me the average an- 
nual rate of turnover among furniture 
stores is three, I feel that an outline 
of the metliods which have enabled me 
to do better than the average may prove 
valuable to other merchants. And let 
me say one thing right Iiere that I al- 
ways like to repeat. 
In my opinion, 
business men ought not to confine them- 
selves to setting ideas from others who 
are in the same line of business. It is 
alway.s helpful to cot the views of men 
in TOur own line, of course, but I am 
inclined to think that, as far as I am 
concerned, some of my very best idea« 
have come from talking with men, or 
reading about men, Avho were not in 
the furniture business. So when I go 
into details about the methods that 
have proved successful for me, it is 
witli the idea that men in quite differ- 
ent lines of business from mine, as w-ell 
SIS fiu^niture dealers, may find some 
methods that will prove of value to 
thc-m. 


As I look back and analyze what I 
have been doing to increase my rate of 
turn-over, I can see . that there are 
about five general policies that .have 
^'"counted points" for me. I am going to 
list these policies so that I can refer to 
tliem in one-two-thi"ee order. Here they 
are: 


1. Filling in my heavy furniture stock 
wi<li smaller lines which sell rapidly 
and attract crowds. 


2. Selling "specials" at cost one day 
each week to get people into the store 
and to pstablisli new lines. 


3. Displaying goods in the store so 
they "sell tliemselvcs" to a great ex- 
tent. 


4. Buying often and stocking the ar- 
ticles tlie people call for. 


"). "Managing" expenses. 
'I'he easiest way to describe my meth- 
ods, 1 tliink. will be to take up each of 
these policies in turn. 
First, then, my 
plan of iiJliiig in with small lines. 
Why It Is Difficulty to Get 'Tome-Back 
Trade for Furniture Stores 


Furniture nnd stoves are naturally 
rather plow moving, because each pur- 
chase i.-j apt to involve 
considerable 
money. 
Families do not visit the fm« 
niture store daily, or even weekly, as 
tliey di) the grocery and the corner 
fruit store, and that makes it difficult 
to get regular "come-back" trade of Uu; 
kind that means most to the merchant. 


Xow. 1 like to see my store busy, and 
I also like to see the sales figures con- 
stantly growing. So I started my new 
policy by ])utting in a few tools that 
Averc not too far removed from stoves 
and furnitvne. This business has grad- 
ually grown, and one w'lole side of th>! 
groiuid floor in my building is given up 
to tools. ] have added new lines, and 
discarded some old lines, until now 1 
have a stock that is very clean, moves 
fast, and srets tlie people.into the store, 
sometimes in crowds. 


It may seem strange for a furniture 
and stove dealer to sell tools. As a 
mutter of fact, I have found there is 
nothing that will catch the eye of the 
average man so quickly as a handy 
tool. If it bears the right price, he is 
apt to argue himself into buying it, 
oven if he did not think of the purchase 
when he entered the store. 
So that 
is the reason why I decided to put 
tool^jn stock ijistead of something else. 
Of course I do not plan to carry enough 
stock of this type to hurt the feelings 
of my friends with hardware stores. 


Then, too, a lot of my business comes 
from farmers, and thev are specially 
attracted by . handy tools, because they 
usually have a lot of "tinkering" to do 
around their farms. 


When I was first thinking of taking 
on tlie new line, I went to New York. 
There I found certain manufacturers' 
apeiits who make a business of buying» 
"seconds" from manufacturers and re- 
selling them very cheap to merchants. 
1 consider the advisability of hand- 
ling such lines. 


Some ,merchants may not think it is 
a good plan to sell anything but "firsts." 
I have found out, in ray store, however, 
that I can secure very attractive bar- 
gains in "seconds"; usually the defect 
that makes an article a "second" is 
something that the average man, who 
is not an expert, does not mind. It 
does not materially lessen the value of 
the tool to him. Therefore, I argued 
M'ilh

service to the averai;e man to give him 
the opportunity of purchasing "seconda" 
much cheaper than hé cotild buy "firsts." 


For example, I can sell à pipe wrencli 
that in most stores brings $1.00, for 
05 cents. 
Other articles are more or 
less on the same scale. You understand, 
of course, that Î' make a good profit 
myself on these articles at such prices. 
It is not my purpose at all to give them 
away. The object of putting in these 
lines was purely td fill in between the 
larger sales of furniture and stoves. I, 
of course, plainly state that they are 
"seconds." 
—^ 


My experience has proved entirely 
satisfactor}'. 
Sales of tools furnish a 
very good profit and furniture and 
stove sales have gone up^at the same 
time. I believe the increase is largely 
due to the fact that more people visit 
my store. 
Seeing articles 
displayed 
suggests purchasing them. 


I have, in other words, made special 
use of my "seconds" to get people intc 
the store. And that brings me to the 
»[econd policr which I wish to discuss: 
namely, selling "specials" at cost one 
day each week to get still more people 
into the store and to establish new 
lines. 


The principle of "specials" is not un- 
common, but my method of handling 
tlicm is more or less unique, so far ag 
I know. I select SQme article of which 
I can get a good supply, and which I 
wish to establish as a regular line in 
my store. I usually put two dozen of 
these articles on sale. 
During the pre- 
ceding week I advertise these "spec- 
ials" and announce that they will be on 
sale only on Saturday and only until 
the limited number is exhausted. ^ 
How I Am Able to Hold Down Advertis- 
ing Costs on My Specials 


With a good many people my "spec- 
ials" have become something of a habit. 
My advertisinp^ does not cost we very 
much. I will tell you how Ï make in> 
the cop/. I have a cut made of the 
article I am poing to use as my "spec- 
ial" for that week. At the top appear» 
the word "special" in big type. 
Below 
is given the price; and at the bottom 
under the cut, is my name and address. 
Absolutely nothing in the way of de- 
scription appears. 


I instruct the newspapers to set this 
advertisement 
in the very 
smallest 
space possible. I get them to put it 
on the page where the want ads. ap- 
pear. 
Usually, it is the only display 
advertisement on that page, and nat- 
urally it sticks out like a sore thumb. 
The advertisement is seldom as long 
as two inches and it occupies only one 
column. 


You would be surprised at the results 
which I have secured from these very 
small announcements. 
Beginning early 
Saturday morning my store is crowded 
and my "specials" never last longer 
than two or three hours at the very 
most. 
But the most interesting fact 
about the sales, from my point of view, 
is the fact that people who come to 
look at the "special" often stay to pur- 
chase other articles. 


I 
always 
make a point of asking 
strangers, when I can do so without giv- 
ing offense, what brought them into the 
store. One day a farmer visited us. 1 
had never seen him before. He wander- 
ed from the froht of the store to the 
back and before he was through he had 
selected several dollars' worth of goods. 


"What brought you into the store?" 
I asked him, as I was counting out his 
change. 


"By George, I nearly forgot!" he re- 
plied. "I wanted one of those special 
pipe wrenches!" And he brought out a 
clipping of my advertisement for the 
week. That is just a sample of the re- 
sults wJiich I secure from these small 
advertisements. 


Another interesting fact is that these 
"spcwials" enable me to establish lines 
which I have never before been able to 
sell. For example, I formerly sold only 
three or four saws a week. Then, one 
week I advertised a special sale of 
saws, marking them at sixty-five cents, 
which was just about their cost to me 


On the day of the sale these saws 
were completely cleaned out in a couple 
of hours, and ^customefs began asking 
for other saws at regular, profit-bear- 
-ing prices. I now have a regular trade, 
not only in the saws which were markeu 
at the special price, but also in all 
other lines. It is not uncommon for 
me to sell as many as twelve or moro 
saws a day. 


On another occasion I. put some lant- 
erns on sale at twenty cents. I had 
two dozen of them and advertised that 
no more than that would be sold at the 
special price. As soon as these wore 
gone, the others which I had in stock 
were marked at forty-five cents, our 
regular price. People kept coming un- 
til they cleaned out my whole stock, 
cheerfully naying the regular price, i 
now have a steady trade in lanterns. 


I could mention a good many more 
articles in which I used to have little 
or no trade, which have been estab- 
lished by running 
them as "specials." 
Clocks, wrenches, step-ladders, family 
scales for the kitchen, and manv other 
articles have had their beginnings as 
profitable lines in this wav. 


Let me emphasize two points. In the 
first place, I have found that you must 
be strictly above-board in your sales. 
If you say you are going to sell only 
two dozen at the special price, do not 
sell more than that; Again, if the spec- 
ial sale is advertised to begin on Sat- 
urday morning, as my sales always are, 
do not sell any of the articles before 
Saturday. 


Time and again, when I first started 
my "specials," I had friend» and cus- 
tomers ask me to let them have one of 
the 
"specials" before the appointed 
time. They argued that they were going 
away, or could not be in town on the 
day of the sale, or offered some sim- 
ilar excuse. But I never sell any of the 
articles in advance, and I have gradu- 
ally educated people «o that now they 
rarely ask for a "special" except at the 
time when it i.s supposed to be on sale. 
Customers can have the article at the 
regular price if they want it, but the 
special price is for the advertised da.y 
only and nobody, not even m.v next- 
door neighbor, can get one otherwise. 


I only sell one "special" to a eus. 
tomer.. If I sold more, I would defeat 
my purpose, because my object is to 
get as many people as possible into the 
store so that they wilj see what kind 
of goods I carry and will "nose around" 
until they find something they wish to 
buv. In other words, I want them to 
visit my store and "sell themselves." 


There is d second important poiiit 1 
Avant to emphasixe in this connection- 
it will not pay a ii|»rcliani'tir<àdv«rtiM 
"specials" in'the wéy I do, if he tries. 


of 


Rising Costs 


to push- something that, is not a reg- 
ular line in his störe. 
For instance, { 
another furniture dealer here in town 
decided . to put on a , special sale • of 
roller skates. 
He " did not iegularly 
carry skates in stock, but purchased 
some for- the sale. 


He sold all the skates he put on sale, 
but the benefits of the sale so, far ay 
he was concerned, stopped as soon as 
the skates were gone. He could not 
sell any more of them after the day 
of the sale because he did riot carry 
them regularly in. stock. But he did 
increase the usä of roller skates in our 
community, and two .or three of us 
profited at his ewense. 


The hardware man was one of those 
who profited, and I was another, 
i 
have a reputation, because of the tooi 
lines Avhich I have put in, of carrying 
all sorts of small articles of this kind. 
When I saw that roller. skates had hat 
a tremendous sale in my competitor's 
store, and when the chief of police 
sanctioned their use <>n the sidewalks, 
I immediately placed an order and sold 
three hundred pairs in a short time at 
a profit of eiglitcen cents per pair. I 
have had a regular business in roller 
skates ever since. 


Other experiences of much the same 
kind have convinced me that it will do 
no merchant any lasting good to put 
on special sales if he does not carry 
the "specials" in stock regularly. He 
is really doing nothing but advertising 
other merchants. He may, indeed, get 
a few peppie into his store who will 
buy other things than the "special" on 
that one day, but"" I am convinced he 
does not get a real, profitable "come- 
back" class of trade. 


I have spoken two or three times of 
my effort to ma>ke people wiio visit my 
store "sell themselves." That gives me 
a giod point for saying something about 
my third policy, which has to do with 
my method of displaying goods. 


When you come into my. store, you 
immediately find ou have visited a place 
that does not di§pla.y goods according 
to usual methods. 


The difference begins at the windows. 
I have arranged a device which we call 
our "Ford" disolay fixture, because the 
mechanism which operates it is a bevel 
gear taken from a Ford automobile. 


It is in the shai)e of ^ cylinder about 
six and one-half feet high, going from 
the floor of the window to the ceilin.g. 
It has six faces, and on each face are 
displayed different articles, Avith prices 
and a short description. 


Just outside the window is a little 
wheel and a sign which tells people 
who stop to look in the window to 
tiu-n the wheel. When they do so, the 
entire cylinder revolves and the six 
spaces appear in succession. A prospect 
can make the cylinder revolve as slow 
or fast as he likes. 


This 
gives the prospective 
buyer 
something to do. He likes to work ithe 
wheel; and besides that, every face of 
the cylinder shows him genuine bar- 
gains. He can stand and look at the 
articles and see for himself 
exactly 
what they are like; 
Most of the ar- 
ticles are numbered, so he can come 
right into the store and srfy to ua: 
"Give me one of those knives, num- 
ber .')." Ho probabl.y hands the exact 
change across the counter, if he happens 
to have it, and the sale is made with 
l)ractically no effort on our part. In 
other words, he sells himself. 


I value my windows the same as I 
do a salesman. J am not sure but what 
they do more to make sales i than any 
one of us in the store. 


As soon as the prospect gets inside of 
the store he finds other dertces which 
help him "sell himself." I make it a 
point to have every article displayed in 
such a way that the prospect can handle 
it and see for himself exactly what its 
qualityy is. 


I have a cylinder something like that 
in the window, which turns in response 
to a touch. 
There are (twelve display 
faces on it. It only takes up about 
five and one-half square feet of floor 
spacp and is much more valuable as a 
display fixture than the bins which I 
used to use and which took up about 
nine and one-half feet of floor space. 
Articles displayed on this cylinder do 
not easily get shop-worn 
and "old- 
looking." 


I am gradually putting in these fix- 
tures to take the place of all the bins 
I have been using. 
They have a sec- 
ond advantage in the fact that they 
afford me a practical inventory of my 
stock. I sell from the samples which 
are displayed in these racks, but I take 
the actual goods from the stock on tho

As soon as I visit .»" shelf 
which contains only two or. three toolá 
—or whatever number P' know is the 
minimum I should have on hand—I im- 
mediately make-ft iiote of the fact. Oí 
course T have my salesmen do the same. 
This keeps me reminded Avhenever Í 
shonld send in an order, so that I am 
almost never out of stock on the ar- 
ticles people call for regularly. 


Bu.yinif is one of the duties I pay 
special attention to. You will ro.m 
ber I mentioned this as the fourth pol- 
icy A\ hich has helped me to increase my 
rate of turnover. 


I make a practice of buyijiir every 
week. I send my ordei's to th^; differ- 
ent houses accordinji to the notes I have 
made on which stocks are growing low. 
Another source of inforjnation, which 
helps me in buying, is the calls whicii 
customers make for goods which we do 
not regularly carr\' in stock. 


It has been my experience that it is 
almost never wise to stock'an article 
which people have not called for, un- 
less you are offered a tremendous bar- 
gain by the salesman. I can go to my 
shelves today and show ,you lines that 
arc stickers, and almost invariably they 
are lines which 1 put in to make a 
showing. 
But the lines which people 
come in and ask for. and which I stock 
in consequence, seldom cling to the 
shelves. 


One important point is the fact that 
I am usually able to get my orders from 
N(!W York in four or five days. T al- 
most never have to wait more than a 
week.

I ,have found it a good i)lan, when T 
am dealing with a new house, to send 
a second copy of each of my orders to 
the local freight agent. I write ,to him 
at the same time, telling him that tlio 
enclosed order is going to the house in- 
dicated and if he doea not receive tlio 
goods for shipment within a certain 
number of days, it miq-ht be to his in- 
terest to call up the house and find 
when 
thev will be ready. 
Freight 
agents, I have found, are always glad 
to do this, because, of course, it means 
business for them. I do not make a 
practico of doing tlüs with firms that 
I am in the habi^ of dealing with reg- 
uhirly. siniplv for the reason that I do 
not like to run the chance of having 
them feel I am trying to push them too 
hard. 


I believe that buying is one of the 
most important duties the average mer- 
chant can turn his attention to. I am 
suro that if every merchant took as 
Qiuch pains as he should finding out 
what iieople want, and where he can 
get goods to fill these 
wants, there 
would be fewer accumulations of un- 
salable lines. 


Everything that T have told so far 
has had to do with inci-easing sales. 
Another method of gettin<r a faster rate 
of turnover is to reduce expenses with- 
out a corresponding reduction in sale?. 


A few months ago I saw in System, 
in the very series of articles of which 
this is one, a chart whicis a Mr. Mar- 
ston. who runs a clothing store in Mas- 
sachusetts, uses to keep track of his 
daily expenses. 
T am following hi.- 
idea and have made a similar chart for 
my own use. This shows ^me from dav 
to day, and from month to month, ex- 
actly how the diflferent lines of ex- 
pense arc rimning. 


I found, for instance, that my lighf 
bills were hicher than I thought they 
ought to bo. There are seven floors in 
my store. On some of those there i:' 
no salesman all the timo, and wo onlv 
go there when a customer -wants to 
look at certain goods which happen tr 
bo displayed there. 
I established 
strict rule that lights must be turn«>'' 
out on these floors as soon as the cUí 
tomer and salesman left them. 


Then, down on the first floor, I fouit' 
there wore two or three places where 
wo needed fi light only part of, the 
time—for ijjstance, at the safe, at the 
cash register, and at my desk. A liglit 
served no purpose exc^t when wo wer" 
actually usinf these pieces of equip- 
ment,, so I put a , push button in the 
floor in front of each of. them. ' Now. 
when one of us goes to the cash reg- 
ister, say, he simply steps on the push 
button and the light comes at once. • As 
soon as he steps off the piish button, 
the light switches off. It is the same 
at the safe and at my de^k.

Plan to Rush to Support of 
Wilson on Defense 
Issue. 


Washington, Feb. 5.—A national de- 
fense is being-drafted by the repub- 
lican leaders of the house that will fai 
surpass in strength and cost the afmy 
and navy bills to be presented from, the 
committees by the democrats. 
An at- 
tempt will be viade by the republicans 
to substitute their bills for the demo 
cratic bills, and a real test of strength 
for preparedness ia to be made in con- 
gress. 


The republican bills are to be based 
on recommendations made to congress 
from time to time by the army and 
navy staffs and by the general board of 
defense. 
It is reported that the repub- 
lican plan will go even beyond the re- 
commendations of these experts and wil" 
provide for the immediate inauguration 
of plans both for the army and navy 
that will tax the recruiting and building 
strength of the country. 


Shrewd Political Move. 


This is to be the rep\ib"ican an.'jwer 
to the challenge of President Wilson to 
the eountiy and his appeals that it make 
read;,' against possible dangers from in- 
vasions of aggiessions. 
It 
is 
also a 
shrewd political move on the part of the 
republican leaders to place their demo- 
cratic colleagues in a hole. 


Under the republican plan every mem- 
ber of congress is to be placed on record 
as to his position on national defense aa 
recommended by the president. 


The democrats in congress for the 
most part are accepting unwillingly the 
issue thrust upon them by the president 
and will give grudgingly as little as pos- 
sible in tiie way of increase. 
This fact 
is to be emphasized by the republican 
leaders. 


Democrats Hit Back. 


Democratic leaders, to get Jback at the 
republicans, arc planning to add to the 
revenue legislation to be presented to 
take care of the extraordinary expense 
attached to the defense program, the 
Rainey tariff commission plan. 


Republican Leader Mann and other in- 
fluential leaders have declared for a tar 
iff commission and they will be forced 
to accept the democratic revenue mea- 
sure with the democratic committee plan 
or vote against the tariil" commission 
they have been urging. 


Led by Representative Fordney, jMich- 
igan, tho republicans will present a rev 
enuo measure as a substitute for th^ 
democratic plan in which they will pro 
pose many changes in tho Underwood 
tariff law as Avell as increases in the 
present income tax law.

London, England, Jan. 17.—(By Mail) 
—^War in a comic opera country, with 
a strategic skirmish won l^y men half 
a century dead! 


Such is the real meaning of this war 
bulletin from the Russian front: "Dur- 
ing our first advance in B.ukowina m 
panic spread through the capital, old 
men cryinjx warnings which our »coutá 
could not understand." 


For two months the great Russian 
offensive has been marching on the lit- 
tle known land where the frontiers o£ 
Bukowina and Austria, Russia and Rou- 
mania come together. 


It is a strange country where idle 
people 
dress 
and 
pose 
like 
chorua 
crowds on a stage mix and mingle. 


Czernowitz, capital of the comic op- 
era country, is a sleepy, third-rate rail- 
way junction. 
Few sane men would 
choose to live in such a slum, though a 
hundred thousand have died to entej it. 


Within the sordid little city a rail- 
way line crosses the sluggish Styr by ' 
a bridge over which the Austro-Germani 
must move on Salónica "to sweep the 
allies into the sea." 


This is not the first time the railway 
has made history for Czernowitz. 


Almost a century ago Austria plan- 
ned a steam road from 
Lemberg 
to 
Czernowitz. 


^loney and materials were gathered, 
jobs were open for everyone, but the 
people of Bukowina would not work. 


British contractors became de-sperate, 
and finally sent for 
500 
Irish g.anjf 
bosses. 


They arrived in "comic opera land" ' 
to ftnd that nationality 
coiinted 
for 
nothing, but religion was all important. 
Trade followed the creed, and every 
man s.ystematically boycotted followers 
of any persuasion but liis own. 


Then, as now, a man might buy for 
10 cents all he could eat in a day. Mace- 
donian tobacco cost but 25 cents 
d, 
pound, and potent 
potato whisky 3 
cent.s a pint; 


"Why then," 
protested the placid 
peasants, "Why should we workî'' 


The new bosses could neither under- 
«Tand nor answer. 
But the railway 
must be built. 
The comic opera com- 
panies were systematically sifted out. 


Shirkers 
were 
baited 
into 
boxing 
matches. 
Long- accustomed to spend 
their leisure in mild wrestling, tho 
guileless peasants had never heard of 
sparring. 


In their ignorance 
they cheerfully 
took on tlic Irish and then they got tho 
surprise of their lives, and the van- 
quished inevitably bccame good work- 
ers. 
Then the railroads were finished 
and the Irishmen went home. 
But the 
memory of their prowess lingered—and 
jjrew.

decades. 
Europe rushed into war. 


Belgium— Poland -Serbia—then 
all 
Bukowiiui heard that the son's sons of 
thi).-,' loncr-r^'membevcd fighters were 
tiyhtinic tor the allies. 


Soon returninj; wounded Bulgars r:?- 
ported. "The Russians are fighting with 
their hands. " 


Thereupon, panic seized tzemowitz: ^ 
"The Irish are i-oming!

Inhabitniits and even part of the Aus- 
trian armv, fled from the city. 


On' Christmas Eve began before Czer- 
nowitz tlie ding-dong battle still raging. 


Now when victory crowns Russian 
arms and her troops enter the captured 
capital what will Uiey think of the 
lon^'-dead allies whose memory para- 
lyzed the resistance of theii" comic opera 
"enemies?"

The General Does the Hearing. 


Yes, perhaps we are a soft and degenerate 
race. 
No longer can we live on salt pork and 


mustard, or if you don't like salt pork, mus- 
tard by itself. 
No longer can we hike those 
ten miles to school, truly a most unroyal road 
to learning. 
And no longer can we take Gen. 
I.a Grippe, when 
he pays us an 
unwelcome 
visit, as mo.st of his visits are, and heave him 
unceremoniously 
out 
the 
window. 


As a matter of fact It is the general who 
"does the heaving. 
For, homespun philosophers 
to the contrary notwithstanding, Gen. La Grippb 
is a most formidable foe. 


Grip a joke? 
A most grisly one. 
Recently 
Philadelphia had !t47 deaths in a week. 
This 
v.as the liighest death rate in the Quaker City, 
for a similiar period, in the last fifteen years. 
And of these deaths about 
ninety were 
laid 
directly to grip; about 170 to pneumonia, and 
about 1'20 to broncho-pneumonia. 
Of the last 
named '.ilX) deaths physicians say it is fair to 
assume that Gen. La Grippe can be indicted 
for complicity in at least 80 per cent of 
the 
cases. 


Grip 
funny? 
Very. 
Chicago

clutches of a grip epidemic now that is killin.:; 
its hundreds 
every week. 
St. Louis had 
its 
grip 
epidemic

And , these cities are not 
suffering from isolated cases of attack. 
It is 
a general offensive all along the eastern aiid 
tlie western and the northern fronts. The armies

•\:;!;sas a - d the Dakotas; the fertile farms of 
i)-!iiua; the populous cities of Massachusetts. 
•;.e invasion is on. Gen. 3f>a Grippe is waging 
..ji- on the United States! 


E v e r y b o d y Has the Qrip. 


Perhaps the leason that you and Tom and 
Bill Jones think grip is a joke is because you 
have not realized the menace of the disease. 
Grit) is .so (losely allied with a mere bad cold, 
both in your mind and in fact, that it cannot 
seem dangerous to you. 
Also, your familiarity 
with grip breeds contempt. 
Everybody has the 
grip. 
These invasions of the general are fre- 
quent. 
BesiSes the epidemic of our winter of 
ll>lo-i01<» there were severe epidemics in 176r. 
1T82, 1787, 1803, ISSi, 1837, 1847 and 18«». 
The 
epidemic of 18V1>-1S!.H) was, perhaps, the se- 
verest. 


So this invasion of th« United States by 
Gen. La Grippe is but periodical, as are all 
wars and all the visitations of trouble that otjr 
human flesh is heir to. Perhaps that is what 
makes us scornful of it. 


And what Is the grip? And how does the 
general marshal his forces? 
And how does 
he attack and whom and when? 


Romans Had It. 


To go back a little: Dabblers in the annals 
of medicine have tried to tracil the general to 
his lair, to find out his origin. They have bur- 
rowed back through the^dusty pages of time 
to find that the general still eludes them. 


Certain it is that the old Greeks and Romans 
suffered from the influenza. 
Small 
wonder, 
that. 
What with their bare legs and scant 
togas and insufliclent mantles, artistic, doubt- 
less, but blamed unhealthy, they were a fair 
pre.v to the general. Those centurions of proud 
Rome 
who speared 
Huns nonchalantly 
and 
mopped up the earth with the Belgae, suc- 
cumbed to the onslaughts of Gen. La Grippe. 


It's discouraging to picture this, but true. 
To picture Caesar, noble, dignified, haughty, 
imperial Gaesar, with a bad cold, and, perhaps, 
temporarily and unfortunately, without a ppcket 
handkerchief, is nothing less than lese majeste. 
It must destroy our illusions of the classic 
Athenians to -imagine one of them wrapped in 
blankets and sipping » hot toddy. 
It's Ilk 
clothing AppoUo Belvedere in a fur-lined over- 
coat. Incongruous, basely practical. 


Yet, shatter 
our illusions as \t wilt^ the 
iruth remains that the ancients had bad colds 
and the grip. 
Horace, in one of his odes, tells 
in a familiar way of having the influenza. 
Various and sundry Roman emperors had it. 
And often the cure was worse than the dis- 
ease, for the ancient physicians believed Im- 
plicitly in bleeding, pinned all their faith In It. 
And though a patient were weak enough, un- 
assisted, to succumb without a struggle to a 
husky kitten, the doctor nevertheless would 
open a vein and further subtract iyom his sum 
of vitality. 


6ne Time It Was a Mystery. 


Down through the middle ages marched Gen. 
La Grippe. 
His coming was clothed by the 
romantic men of the middle ages with a tinge 
of the mysterious. 
The Italians, in the seven- 
teenth century, doped it out that the attacks of 
the dread disease were due to peculiar con- 
formatiops and arrangement.i o£ the stars. The 
influeijce of tjie heavenly planets was thought 
to be responsible for the grip. 
Thus the dis- 
ease came to be known fts the "influence," or, 
in the Italian, the "influenza." 


Gen. La Grippe seems to have started all of 
his forced marches froni Asia and then to have 
proceeded .across Europe 
In a wesrerly • or 
northwesterly 
direction 
and 
finally 
into 
th; 
United Stales by way of Newfoundland. In all 
his marches he has accomplished his grim pur- 
pose—to swell the death rate enormously. 
In 
some epidemics the disease has spread through 
all of Europe within six weeks., Wherever it 
has appeared the whole community has suf- 
fered to a greater or less extent, irrespective 
of age or condition of life. 


The general does not always observe the tiro- 
fessional courtesies—the niceties due from one 
commander to andther. 
He is not gallant. 
For 
at times Gen. La Grippe will turn admiral and 
attack tleets at sea, away from all communica- 
tion with the land and to such an extent as to 
disable them temporarily for service. 


This happened in 1782 in the case of the 
squadron of Admiral ¡bCempenfelt, whic^t had to 
return, to Kngland from the coast of France in 
consequence of a severe epidemic of intluenza, 
or grip, attacking his crews. 
At about the 
same time the squadron of Lord Anson, off tlie 
coast of Holland, suffered exteneiveiy from a 
similar outbreak. 
Many instances of a Ilka 
kind have been recorded. 


Now what is the grip? 
• 


, AsH yoqr physician and he will tell you tha 
it is a disease that flrst attacks the n^ucous 
membrane of the throat and nose. 


What does the attacking, you want to know. 
A germ, he will,tell you, first isolated and de- 
scribed by Pfeiffer and named by him Bacillus 
Influenzae. 
PfeifEer, your physician will tell 
you, laid all the blame at the door or this germ. 
The bacillus -had been found In a number of 
cases. 
Circumstantial 
evidence—strong 
evi- 
dence. 
Let' 8 indict bacillus influenzae. 


Germs Dote on Damp Air. 


But ask another physlplan. 
He wUl tell you 
that while this germ is found in many cases of 
grip, nevertheless ther6 are often pther organ- 
isms, partners in crime, associated with it in 
the work of making the grip patient fpel that 
life Isn't worth living; 
In fact bacillus Influ- 
enzae grows much better and does much bet- 


ter work, if you can qall it better work, when 
allied with other ruffianly germs. 


A third doctor may tell you that It is a strep- 
tococcus that is the real mischlef-makcr; that 
It prepares the ground for the bacillus l::ttu- 
enisae and then B. I. coroes along and does the 
dirty work. In other words, streptococcus digs 
the trenches for Gen. La Grippe and B. I. 
brings up the machine guns and mows down 
you and me. 


And how does Gen. La Grippe iparshal bis 
forces?

Of the many that get It only a small 
percentage die. But even this small percentage 
is large. In numbers. 


Still, you and I don't like to think that we'll 
even be wounded. It's so much safer to avol4 
the grip altogether. 


Do so. 
Not by your old-fashioned. hoin*> 
spun remedies or preventives, but by following 
the rules that doctors who haVe studied th< 
grip's methods find to be best. 


Dr. Starkloff, health

2. Walk'one mile in the open air twice daily 
and you will not only avoid the grip, but wtB

3. Trj- to avoid riding in crowded cars. 
•4. Avoid large assemblies of people and poor. 
Jy ventilated rooms. 


5. Leave whisky alone, not because it causey 
the grip, but because it weakens your reslatiQil 
power. 


«. Become a fresh-air fiend. 


The Fatal Histakiw 


Dr. Clarence W. Westerman has a gfeat re» 
spect for the grip, not only for Its own Char> 
acteristics, but because it so readily leads t t . ; 
pneumonia, which he considers poaslbïy tht ; 
most dangerous of diseases. 


Dr. Westerman is a firm believer in fresll 
air, fresh cold air, as a preventive and evan it 
cure for grip. He says that often a brisk walk 
of a mile or so on a cold, frosty morning will 
completely cure one who has been sufferinp 
from a mild attack of grip. 


Dr. Westerman finds that the disease do«a 
not always mark its victims lightly, but rmtliw 
often lays a heavy hand on them. 
He Juts 
known frequent cases In which the effects Of 
the grip, general lassitude, weakness, lack 0( 
"pep." lasted for fully three months aftsr tlM 
patient was pronounced cured. 


The Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation has the following to advise concerning 
the treatment of grip: 


"It Is often difficult to convince the patient 
that he should exercise special care in avoiding 
further exposure. A day or two at boms. 'Willi. 
rest and the usual remedies applied to a coUt. : 
will often be all that Is necessary for a ra^tf 
convalescence. 
A few days' care may prevent 
a long illness. 
Those more severely afUlcte^ 
with fever, chill, aching bones and cough art 
mora 
easily persuaded 
to^ remain 
indooig. 
"When there is marked prostration or ft 
rest in bed should be enforced. 
Even the 
the Infection is not severe enough to causs 
alarm, it leaves the body weakened and an 
easier prey to pneumonia, which has been 
prevalent during recent months. 


"Anything which makes the patient wang 
improves his condition. He may be givan hoi 
malted milk, hot tea or hot lemonade, at mors 
or less frequent intervals. 
The patient may bt 
given a hot tub bath and then put into a warm 
bed in a warm room as an efficient means of 
making him comfortable. 
Hot-water bags at 
the feet and extra coverings to the bed ars 
often needed. 


"Whenever the course of the disease is pro- 
longed or recurrence of symptoms of infection 
are noted, a painstaking search will often bs 
rewarded by the discovery of some unsuspected 
complication, which may be relieved by appro- 
b a t e treatment."

These old-time actors were so 
painstaking, 
were so particular, t h a t they left nothing t® 
the Imagination 
of the audience. 
You 
could 
look a t the fellow about to take a horseback 
ride and have no doubt as to whether he w a s 
going to canter or measure the horse for a new 
blanket. 


H a v e you missed the prevalence of the p r e t t y 
boys in the pictures? 
There was a time when 
the 
actor 
with 
the 
classic 
features and 
t h e 
w a v y hair held the center, the front, the back, 
the width, the height and entire circumference 
of the 
stage. 
These pretty boys came 
very 
nearly being the ruination of the movies. 
I t 
came to the point where there w a s nothing b u t 
pretty boy actors in pretty boy pictures, a n d 
grown-up folks had little 
entertainment. 


There are still many 
good-looking m e n 
on 
the moving-picture stage, but they are all a c - 
tors now. 
The purely pulchrltudlnous 
picture 
performer h a s passed; that Is. he has 
either 
learned to act as well as look pretty, or haa 
taken his beauty elsewhere. 
Real acting ha« 
come to the screen. 
There is no room for mer« 
beauty unmixed with art. 


Tho 
first 
moving-picture 
actors 
were 
re- 
cruited from the regular stage, and they wer« 
not always the best actors. 
Many of them h a d 
no conception of the real art of acting. 
They 
thought t h a t because they could not bring t h e l i 
voices with them from the regular stage 
they 
must make up for It in gestures in order to get 
their feelings and emotions over to the people 
looking at 
the 
pictures, 
and 
so they 
waved 
their arms, kicked their feet, rolled their eyes 
and those of them who could v.-iggled their ear« 
In order to express their emotions. 


These 
early 
actors 
have 
been 
replaced 
by 
true artists. 
An actor who feels and lives hi« 
part makes himself 
clear to a n audience 
by 
the simple character of his work. 
It took t h e 
old-time movie actor a long time to learn this, 
m a n y of them never did learn it, but those who 
did not learn it have gone back to the tallow- 
dip circuit, where they originated. 


The pantomimic actor was the gre 
est hin- 
drance the moving-picture stage evtr had. 
Hi« 
work brought down more ridicule than any a t 
the many incongruities of the a r t In its crude* 
days. 


Not two years ago one of the biggest produc- 
ing companies in the country released a 
pic- 
ture where the big scene showed the heroine 
Imprisoned in a deserted building which was on 
fire. 
The hero starts to the rescue. 
He runs, 
walks, rides horseback, uses an automobile, an 
airship, 
a motor boat, uses his powers a s 
• 
sv.-immer, and 
every few minutes there Is a 
cut-back of the girl In t h e burning 
building. 
There w a s not the least bit of doubt in a n y - 
body's mind but t h a t the hero was. on his way 
to get the girl out of there, but yet when this 
bonehead 
reached 
the 
foot of the stairs, 
h e 
stopped, 
slapped 
himself 
on 
the 
chest 
a n d 
pointed to the stairway before he started to 
ascend. 


This style of acting has passed. 
Another type of screen actor who h a s disap- 
peared is the old-time movie lover, the 
chap 
who used to blow himself 
up like a 
pouter 
pigeon and 
wall his oyes around to 
reglste* 
undying love and affection. 


They used to have a regular formula for reg- 
istering the different feelings a n d emotions in 
xnany of the studios. 


H e r e is a good example of the old-time movie 
actor registering love a t 
first 
sight: 


Stephen West Is the honest, fearless, a m b i - 
tious. 
dimpled-chin, 
curly 
haired 
hero 
who 
works in old Abner Grindem's factory. 
Muriel 
is Grindem's lovely daughter. One day Stephen« 
leaving the office with his weekly pay envelop« 
In his hand, meets Muriel a s she comes trip- 
ping in the scene, a picture of young Innoceno« 
and loveliness. 
Shephen sees her for- the first 
time, and this Is w h a t he does: 


H e stops dead In his tracks, dumfounded by. 
Muriel's 
peerless 
beauty. 
Muriel 
stops, 
too. 
She has to or walk 
over 
Stephen. 
Stephen 
notices this, and, covered with confusion, and 
realizing thè difference in their social position, 
he steps aside. 
Muriel, not unpleased at th« 
honest 
fellow's 
admiration, 
smiles 
a s 
s h « 
passes. 
Stephen takes off his w o r k m a n ' s cap 
with a' courtly sweep and shows his curly hair. 
H e walls his eyes, his chest heaves up 
a n d 
down, he pokes his head out of his collar Ilka 
a dry-land turtle looking for s a s s a f r a s bud«-« 
he seems about ready to bite Muriel. 


After she has passed we get a close-up of 
Steve looking a f t e r Muriel with a hopeless look 
of longing mixed with a determination to win 
her. 
T h e n he wakes up and gets In the .really 
fine p a r t s of his art. 
First he puffs up 
his 
chest to Its fullest capacity, clenches both 
fists, 
slowly raised them on a level with his wish- 
bone, presses them 
against his bosom, 
wall« 
his eyes around 
like an 
expiring 
calf, 
u n - 
clenches his hands and lets them fall limply 
to his side, expels the wind f r o m his 
chest, 
while 
t h e 
picture fades ' down 
into t h e 
next 
scene. 


It w a s great stuff—for a certain part of th« 
audience. 
At the end of the scene you could 
hear one big. stupendous, 
fumace-Uke 
sigh 
coming from the combined bosoms of every girt 
in the house. 
That was tho trouble with work 
of t h a t kind: it mailo the girls happy, and It 
made the men snort In rage, or laugh, and It 
never was realism or art, and so it has paaa«d 
like the other artificial things of the sore«n.

Through his 
magazine, the i nti-TuUerculosis quar- 
terly, Dr. Kitazato calls attention' to 
the fact that a singular condition iii 
Japan is the large number of tubercu- 
losis cases amoiifj tlie school teachers 
of the country.

school teachf" '-lie deatii rate from tu- 
berculosis is 24 per ten thousand an- 
nually. 
Th'e . death rate from tubercu- 


losis for the whole country is 17 per 
ten- thousand;

The scientist thinks that the high 


death rate among the teachers is one 
of tho causes of'disease among 7/ouug 
men of conscription age which causes so 
much apprehension 
among the army 


authorities. Systjmat:; tflorts are be- 
ing made iu the schools to strengthen 
the physique of the young men by phys- 
ical exercise and by affording ample 
light .and air.

meeting of tlio association in Indianapolis, L. Ert Slack, the nc\\ 
United States district attorney i'or Indiniw, not only set forth an ad 
mirable conception of the duties of his high position, but enunciated a 
program for the conduct of his office that will win the. most cordia 
endorsement. "It might as well be understood now as later," sale 
Mr. Slack, "that all parties should organize on the basis that this 
campaign in Indiana shall be conducted entirely according to law, 
and that no party, no organization within any party, shall be permit- 
ted to violate the law of the United States government without suf- 
fering the penalties and consequences thereof." 


Mr. Slack's declaration of intention was brought out following 


his reference to the Terre Haute election fraud cases so successfully 
prosecuted by his predecessor, Frank C. Dailey, and it had especially 
to do with the approaching political campaign. The new district at- 
torney made it clear, also, that he was not seeking to ratkkc a name 
or to establish a reputation by prosecuting anyone, but he declared 
for enforcernent,of the law and asserted that "the only way people 
can expect to escape the pcualities of law violations is to refrain 
from -violating the law." 


Developments in Indiana within the past few years have brought 


the position of United States district attorney muich. more closely be- 
fore the public eye than ever before. They have made a very tangi- 
ble and a very forceful reality of a functionary of whom they had 
previously had but a dim conception, and whose power they little ap- 
preciated. Mr. Miller, in his prosecution of the dynamiting cases, 
and Mr. Dailey, in his cleaning up of the Terre Haute election crooks 
are largely responsible for this new appraisement of the position anc 
its possibilities as well as its importance. Mr. Slack's address shows 
that he has a very definite idea of his duties and a sincere purpose to 
perform them faithfully and impartially. There is every reason to 
assume that his performance will square with his profession, and that 
it will be quickly established that he is a worthy successor to the two 
splendid men who immediately preceded him in the position.

My stock is .turning over at the rate 


of five timeg a year now. Two years 
ago I was turning it only three times. 
I figure that in a year or so I may be 
able-to do even better. 


Since System tells me the average an- 


nual rate of turnover among furniture 
stores U three, 1 feel that an outline 
of the methods which have enabled me 
to do better than thc average may prove 
valuable to other merchants. And let 
me say one thing right here that I al- 
ways like to repeat. 
In my opinion, 


business men ought not to confine them- 
selves to ecttiiiR ideas from others who 
arc in the same line of business. It is 
always helpful to set the views of .men 
in your own line, of course, but I am 
inclined to think" that, as far as I am 
concerned, some of my vorv- best idea, 
have come from talkinjj with men, or 
reading about men, who were not in 
the furniture business. So when I go 
into details about the methods that 
have proved successful for me, it is 
with the idea, that men in quite differ- 
ent lines of business from mine, as well 
as furniture dealers, may find some 
methods that will prove of value to 


As I look back and analyze what I 


have been doing to increase my rate- of 
turn-over, I can sec that there are 
about five general policies that .have 
"counted points" for me. I am Roing to 
list these policies so that I can refer to 
them in one-two-threc order. Here they 
arc: 


1. Filling iu my heavy furniture stock 


with smaller lines which sell rapidly 


texriee to the average •«•• to cive him 
the opportunity of purchasing •'seuuids" 
much cheaper than he could buy '"firsts." 


For example, I can sell a pipe wrench 


that in most stores brings $1.00, for 
Co cents. . Oth*r articles are more or 
less on the same scale. You undernand, 
of course, that I make a good profit 
myself on these articles ataucu prices. 
It is not my purpose at all to give them 
away. The object of putting in these 
Ikes was purely to fill in between th« 
larger Bales of furniture and stoves. I, 
of course, plainly state that they are 
"seconds." 


My experience has proved entirely 


satisfactory. Sales of tools furnish "a 
very good profit and furniture and 
stove sales have gone up at the same 
time. I believe the increase U largely 
due to the fact that more people visit 
uiy store. 
Seeing articles displayed 


suggests purchasing them. 


1 have, in other words, made special 


use of my "sefonds1' to get people int* 
the store. And that brings me to the 
(jecond policy which I wish to discuss: 
namely, selling "»pecialfi" at cost one 
day each .week to jttt atill more people 
into the store and to establish new 
lines. 


The principle of "specials" is not un- 


common, but niy method of handling 
them is more or less unique, so far as 
I know. 1 select some article of which 
I can get a good supply, and which i 
wish to establish as 'a regular line in 
my store. 'I usually put two dozen of 
these articles on sale. During the pre- 
ceding week I advertise these "spec- 
ials" and announce that they will be on 
sale only on Saturday and only until 
the limited number iif exhausted. 
How I Am Able to Hold Down Advertis- 


ing Costs on My Specials • 


With a good many people my "spec- 


,als" have become something of a habit.

why It Is Difficulty to Get "Come-Back 


Trade for Furniture Stores 


Furniture and stoves are naturally 


rather slow movjnjj, because each pur- 
chase is apt to involve 
considerable 


money. Families do not visit the- fur- 
niture store daily, or even weekly, as 
they do' the grocery and th'e corner 
fruit store,-and that makes it difficult 
to cot regular "come-back" trade of tin 
kind that means most to the merchant. 


Now, I like to see my store busjj and 


I also like to see the sales figure's con- 
stantly growing. So I started my new 
policy by putting in a few tools that 
were not too far removed from stoves 
and furniture. 
This business has grad- 


ually" grown, and one v.'Iiole side of *th>: 
around floor in njy building is given up 
to tools. . I have added new lines, and 
discarded some old lines, until now 1 
have a stock that is very clean, moves 
fast,"and gets the people into the store, 
sometimes in crowds. 


It may seem strange for a furnituro 


and stove dealer to sell tools. As a 
matter of. fact, I have found -there is 
nothing that will catch the eye of-the 
average .man so qnicklv-as a handy 
tool: -If.it bears-the-rigat price, lie is 
apt. to argue himself into buying it,^ 
_even if'he did not think of the:purchase 
when -he entered the store. -So that 
is;. the reason why I decided'to put 
tools jn;. stock instead of something else. 
Of course I do not plan to carry enough 
.stock of .this-type to hurt the feelings 
of jny friends with hardware1 stores.

I have a. cut maJe of the 


article I am foing to use as m\- "spec- 
ial" for that week. At the top appearh 
the word "special" in big tvpc. Below 
ii( Riven the price; and at "the bottom 
under the cut, is my name and address. 
Absolutely nothing in the way of de- 
scription appears. 


I instruct the newspapers to set thU 


advertisement 
in 
the 
very smallest 


space possible. I get them to put it 
on the pace where the want ads. ap- 
pear. 
Usually, it ig the only display 


advertisement on that page, and nat- 
urally it sticks out like a sore thumb. 
The advertisement is" seldom as long 
as tw inches and it occupies only one 
column. 


You would be surprised at the results 


which I liavc secured rrom these very 
small announcements. Beginning early 
Saturday morning my store is crowded 
and my "specials" neve? last longer 
than two or three hours at the very 
most. 
But the most interesting fact 


about th0 sales, from my point of view, 
is the fact that people who come tc 
look at the "special" often stay to pur- 
chase other articles. 


I always 
make a point of asking 


strangers; when I c&n do so without glv 
ing offense, what brought them into the 
.store.. One day. a farmer visited us. 1 
had never seen him before. He wander 
cd from the-front of the store to the 
back and before he was through he ha< 
selected several dollars' worth of 'gooda 


"What brought you into the store?' 


I asked him, as I ,wa«' counting out his 
change. 


""By George, I nearly forgot!" he re- 


plied. "I.wanted one .of those special 
pipe wrenches!" And he brought out a 
clipping of my advertisement for the 
week. That is- just a sample of the re- 
sults which I secure from .these small 
advertisements. 


Another interesting fact is that these 
specials" enable hie to establish lines 
which I have never before been able to 
sell. For example, I formerly sold only 
three or four saws a week. Then, onu 
week/I advertised n special sale of 
saws, marking them at sixty-five cents, 
which was just about their cost to me 


On the day of the sale these saws 


were completely cleaned out in a couple 
of hours, and customers began asking 
for other saws at regular, profit-bear- 
ing prices. I now have a regular trade, 
not only in the saws which were markeu 
at the special price, but also in all 
other lines. It is not uncommon for 
me to sell as many as twelve or moro 
saws a day. 


to im^k boiuetiuixg th»t £5 get a reg- 
ular line in'his store. For instance, 
another furniture dealer here in toun 
decided to put on a special sale oi 
roller skates. 
He did not regularly 


carry skates ia stock, but 'purchased 
some-for the sale. 


lie sold all the skates he put oa sale, 


but the benefits of the sale *> far u 
he was concerned, stopped as sowi as 
the skates wtre sone. He could not 
sell aiiy more of them after the day 
of the sale because he did not carry 
them regularly in stock. But he did 
increase .the use of roller skates hi our 
community, and two or three of us 
profited at his expense. • 


The hardware man was one of those! 


who profited, and I was aiiuther. i 
have a. reputation, because of the toot 
lines which I have put iu, of carrying 
all sorts of small articles uf this kind. 
\Vhea I saw that roller skates had hai 
a tremendous sale in my competitor's 
store, and when the chief of police 
sanctioned their use «>n the sidewalks. 
I immediately placed an, order and sold 
three hundred pairs in a short time at 
a profit of eighteen cents per pair. 1 
have had a regular business iu roller 
skates ever since. 


Other experiences of much the sain* 


kind have convinced me that it will do 
no merchant any lasting good to put 
on special sales- if he does not carry 
hc "specials" in btock regularly. He 
s really doing nothing but advertising 
ither merchants. He )n»y, indeed, gft 
i" few people into his store who will 
my other things than the "special" on 
hat one day, but I am convinced he- 
does,not get a real, profitable "come- 
back" class of trade. ' 


1 have spoken two or three times of 


uiy effort to make people who risit my 
store "sell themselves." That gives me 
i good point for saying something about 
my third policy, which has to do with 
ny method of displaying goods. 


When you come into my store, you 


mmediately find on have visited a place 
.hat does not display goods according 
'o usual methods. 


Thc difference begins at the windows. 


I have arranged a device which we. coll 
our "ford" disnlay fixture, because the 
mechanism which operates it i» a bevel 
gear taken from a l-'ord automobile. 


It in in the shape of a cylinder about 


six and one-half feet high, going from 
thc floor of the window to the ceiling. 
It has six faces, and on each face are 
displayed different articles, with prices 
and a. short description. 


Just1 outside thc 'window u a little 


wheel and a .sign which tells people 
who slop to look in the window to 
turn the wheel. When they do so, the 
entire cylinder revolves and the six 
spaces appear in succession. A prospect 
can make the cylinder revolve 'as stow 
or fast as he likes.

On another occasion I put some lant- 


erns on sale at twenty cents. I had 
two dozen .of them and advertised that 
no more than that would be sold at the 
special. price. 
.As soon as these -were 


gone, the others which I had in stock 
were marked at -forty-five cents our 
regular price. People kept coming un- 
til they, cleaned out my whole stock, 
cheerfully naying the regular price, i 
now have a steady trade in lanterns. 


I could mention a good many more 


articles in which I used to have little 
or no trade, which have been estab- 
lished by running them as "specials" 
Clocks, wrenches, step-ladders, family 
scales for, the kitchen, and nmnr'othe'r 
articles have had their beginnings as 
profitable lines in this war. 


Let me emphasize two points. In the 


first place, I have found that you must 
be strictly abova-board in your sales 
If you say you ars going to sell only 
two dozen at the special price, do not 
sell more than that. Again, if the spec- 
ial sale is advertised to begin on Sat- 
urday morninir, as my sales always arc. 
do not sell any of the articles before 
Saturday. 


V Time and again, when I first started 
iny "specials," I had friends and cus- 
tomers ask me to let them have one of 
the "specials" before the appointed 
time. They argued that they were going 
away, or could not bc in town on the 
dav of the sale, or offered some sim- 
ilar excuse. But I never sell any of the 
articles in advance, and I have gradu- 
ally educated people so that now they 
rarely ask for a "special" except at thc 
time when it i* supposed to be on sale. 
Customers can have the article at the 
regular price if they want it, but tho 
special price is for the advertised day 
pnly and ,nobody, not even my next- 
uoor neighbor, can get one otherwise. 


I only sell one "special" to a cus- 


tomer. . If I sold more, I would defeat 
my purpose, because my object is to 
cet as many people as possible into the 
storc so that they will see what kind 
of goods I carrv and will "nose around" 
until they find something ther wish to 
buy. 
In other words, I want them to 


visit my store and ".«cll themselves.'' 


There is a second important point 1 


want to emphasize in this connection— 
it will not pay a merchant to advertise 
"specials'' in the way I do, if he tries

something to do. lie likes to work the 
wheel; and besides that, every face of 
the cylinder shows him genuine bar- 
gains. He can stand and look at the 
articles and see for himself exactly 
what they are like. 
Most of the ar- 


ticles are numbered, so he can conic 
right into the store'-'and • gity to us: 
"Give me one of those knives, num- 
ber 5." He'probably hands the exact 
change across the counter, if he happens 
to have it, and thc sale is made 'with 
practically no effort- on our part. In 
other .words, he sells himself. 


I value nir windows the same as I 


do a salesman. I am not sure but what 
they da morc to make sales (than any 
one of us in the store. 


As soon as thc prospect gets inside of 


the store he finds other devices which 
help him "sell himself." I make it a 
point to have_ every article displayed in 
such a way that thc prospect can handle 
it and .see for himself exactly what its 
quality is. 
i 


I have a cylinder something like that 


in the window, which turns in response 
to a touch. There are {twelve display 
faces on it. 
It only takes up about 


five and one-half square feet of floor 
space and is much :more valuable as a. 
display fixture than the bins which I 
used to use and which took up about 
nine and one-half .feet of-floor space. 
Articles displayed on this cylinder do 
not easily get shop-worn and 
"old- 


looking." 


I .am gradually putting in these fix- 


tures to take the place of all the bins 
I have been using. They have a sec- 
ond advantage in the fact that they 
afford me a practical inventory of my 
stock. I sell from the samples which 
are displayed in these racks, but I take 
the actual goods from {he stock on tho 


shelves. 
As soon as 1 visit a shelf 


which contains only two or three tools 
—or whatever number I know is the 
minimum I should have on ham!—I im- 
mediately make * n"te of the fact. Oi 
course [ have my salesmen do the same. 
This keeps me reminded whenever I 
should semi iu nn order, no that I am 
almost never out of stock on the ar- 
ticles people call for .regularly, t 


Buying is one of the duties I pay 


special attention to. You will rein 
her I mentioned this as thc fourth pol- 
icy which has helped me to increase my 
rate of turnover. 


I make a practice of buying every 


week. 
I sjjnd my orders to ths differ- 


ent houses according to the notes I have 
made on which stocks are growing low. 
Another source of information, which 
helps me in" buj.ing, is the calls which 
customers nmk^ for goods which we do 
not regularly carry in stock. 


It has been my experience that it id 


almost never wise 'to stock aji article 
which people have not called for, un- 
less you are offered a tremendous bar- 
gain by the salesman. I can go to uiy 
shelves today and show ,you lines that 
are stickers, and almost invariably they 
are lines which 1 put iu to make a 
showing. 
But the lines which people 


come in and ask for, and which-1 stock 
in conscflucncc, seldom cling to 
tin 


shelves..'" 


p!ic important point is thc fact tha 
I am usually able to get my orders'from 
New York i'n four or five days. 
[ al 


most never have to wait more than a 
week. 
Railroad connections arc good, 


and besides that I have educated my 
supply houses to know that I expect 
my goods promptly. 
Here Is a Plan That Helps Me Get My 


Orders Filled Promptly 


I,have found it a good plan, when T 


am dealing with a now house, to send 
a second copv of each of my orders to 
the local freight agent. I write ,to him 
at the same time, telling him that th'u 
enclosed order ia going to thc house in- 
dicated anil if he docs not receive tlu> 
goods for shipment within a certain 
number of days, it niLjht be to his in- 


iplos. Tin- more facts you and 1 liav*.

chant can turn his attention to. I am

Ims had to do with incraisincr sales. 
Another method of getting a faster rate 
of turnover is to reduce expenses with- 
out a corresponding reduction in sales.

I-found, for instancf. that my lipht 


bills were liiirher thnn I thought they 
oueht to be. There are sp.ven floors in 
my store. On some of these there i; 
no salesman all th e tiino. snd -.vc onlv 
so there -n-hnn a customer wants tf. 
look at certain goods which happen tc 
be displayed them. 
T established 
a 


strict rule that lights must be 
out on these floors a? soon as the 
tomer and salesman Inft them. 


Then, down on the first floor, I found 


there were t^'o or three places where 
we needed a light only part of the 
time—for instance, at the safe, at the 
cash register, and at my desk. A lijrh* 
server! no rmrnose excejit when we wcr- 
actually usintr those pieces of equip- 
ment, so T nut a push Snf.fnn in th" 
floor in front of each of them. Xotv 
when one of us snes to thc cash reg- 
ister, say. he simnlr steps on the push 
button njul the lieM comes at onec.

T am certain that one of the hesf 


steps a merchant can take is to "man- 
ace" his expenses in somewhat the same 
wav T do.

Certain it is that the old Greeks and Romans 


suffered from the influenza. 
Small wonder 


that. What with their bare legs and scant 
togas and Insuflicient .mantles, artistic, doubt- 
less, but blamed unhealthy, they were a fair 
prey to the general. Those centurions of proud 
Kome who speared Huns nonchalantly and 
.mopped up the earth with tho Belgae, suc- 
cumbed to the onslaughts of Gen. La Grippe. 


It's discouraging to picture this, but true. 


To picture Caesar, noble, dignified, haughty^ 
'imperial Caesar, with a bad cold, and, perhaps' 
temporarily and unfortunately, without a pocket 
handkerchief, is nothing less than lese majeste. 
It must destroy our Illusions of the classic 
Athenians to'imagine one- of them wrapped In 
blankets and sipping a hot toddy. It's like 
clothing Appollo Belvedere In a fur-lined .over- 
coat. Incongruous, basely practical. 


Vet, shatter our Illusions as It will, the 


truth remains that the ancients had bad'colds 
and the srip. Horace, in one of his odes, tells 
In a familiar way of having the Iniluenza. 
Various and sundry Roman emperors had it 
And often the cure was worse than the dis- 
ease, for the ancient physicians believed im- 
plicitly In bleeding, pinned,all their faith In It 
And though a patient were weak enough, un- 
assisted, to succumb without a struggle to a 
husky kitten, the doctor nevertheless would 
open a vein and further subtract from his sum 
of vitality. 
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One Time It "Was a Mystery. 


Down through tho middle ages marched Gen. 


La- Grippe. - His coming was clothed by the 
romantic men or the middle ases with a tinge 
of the mysterious. The Italians, in the seven- 
teenth century, doped it out that the attacks of 
the 'dread disease were due to peculiar con- 
formations and urrangemenls of the stars. The 
influence' of the heavenly planets was thought 
to be responsible for the grip. Thus the dis- 
ease came to be known as the "influence," or, 
in the Italian, the "influenza." 


Gen. La Grippe seems to have started all of 


his forced_marches from Asia and then to have 
proceeded across Europe in a westerly or 
northwesterly direction and finally into" tlr 
Unlted States by way of Newfoundland. In all 
his marches he has accomplished his grim pur- 
pose—to swell the death rate enormously, 
in 


some''epidemics the disease has spread through 
all of Europe within six weeks. Wherever it 
has appeared the whole community has suf- 
fered to a greater or less extent, irrespective 
of age or condition of life.

Dr. Clarence W. Westennan has s. graat r*> 


spect for the grip, not only for its own char. 
acteristics, but because it BO readily leads tl 
pneumonia, which he considers possibly tni 
most dangerous of diseases. 


Dr. Westerman is a firm believer in frert 


air, fresh cold nir. as a preventive and even, a 
cure for grip. He says that often a brisk walk 
of a mile or so on a cold, frosty morning win 
completely cure on* who has been «uffering 
from a. mild attack of grip. 


Dr. Westerman flnds that thg disease floei 


not always mark its victims lightly, but rathsi 
often lays a heavy hana on thero. He lias' 
known frequent cases In which the effects of 
the grip, general lassitude, weakness, tack at 
"pep," lasted for fully three months aftir Ui* 
patient was pronounced cured. 


The Journal of the American Medical Asso- 


ciation has the following to advise concerning 
the treatment of grip: 


"It is often difficult to convince the patient 


that he should exercise special care in avoiding 
further exposure. A day or two at horns, wltfc 
,rest and the usual remedies applied to a cold, 
will often be all that Is necessary for a rapid 
convalescence. A few days' care may prevent- 
a long illness. Those more severely afflicted 
with fever, chill, aching bones and cough ar» 
more 
easily persuaded to remain 'indoortt 


When there is marked prostration or («vflk 
rest in bed should be enforced. Even though 
tl-.e infection is not severe enough to cause 
alnrm, it leaves the body weakened and an 
easier prey to pneumonia, which has been 
prevalent during recent months. 


"Anything which makes the patient warm 


Improves his condition, lie may be given hot 
malted milk, hot tea or hot lemonade, at mor« 
or less frequent Intervals. The patient may be 
given a hot tub bath and then put Into a warm 
bed in a warm room as an efficient means of 
making him comfortable. 
Hot-water bags at 


the fe<?t and extra coverings to the bed ar« 
often needed. 


"Whenever the course of the disease Is pro- 


longed or recurrence of symptoms of Infection 
are noted, a painstaking search will often be 
rewarded by the discovery of some unsuspected 
'•duplication, which may be relieved by appro- 
vriate treatment."

And that the movie cowboy no longer 
invades the ballroom and other scenes of splen- 
dor wearing his sheepskin pants and a rope at 
his belt as he once did? 


Have you notic«d the absencs of the actor 


who ueed to point to a horse before he climbed 
on Its back, or atop on the bank of the stream 
and wave his arm In imitation of a swimmer 
before he plunged into the river to drag tb» 
heroine to safety? 


These old-time actors were so painstaking, 


were so particular, that they left nothing to 
the imagination of the audience. 
You could 


look at the fellow about to take a horjeback 
ride and have no doubt as to whether he wa« 
going to canter or measure the horse for a new 
blanket. 


Have you missed the prevalence of the pretty 


boys In the pictures? There was a time when 
the actor with ths classic features and the 
wavy hair held the center, the front, the back, 
the width, the hc'.Kht and entire circumference 
of the stage. 
These pretty boys came very 


nearly being the ruination of the movies. 
It 


came to the pfalnt where there waa nothing but 
pretty boy actors In pretty boy pictures, and 
grown-up folkH hod little entertainment 


There arc still many goort-looking men on 


th'o tnovlne-picturn stage, but they are all ao- 
tors now. Tho purely pulohrttudinous picture 
perforrner has passed; that Is, ho has either 
le:vnietl to act na well as look pretty, or haa 
taken hla beauty elsewhere. 
Real acting haa 


i-onie to the screen. There Is no room for men 
beauty unmixed with art 


Tho first moving-picture actors were re- 


crulted from the regular stage, and they wer« 
not always the best nctors. Many of them had 
no conception of the real art of acting. They 
thought that because they could not bring their 
voices with them from the -regular stage they 
must make up for it in gestures In order to get 
their feelings and emotions over to the peopla 
looking at tho pictures, and so they waved 
their arms, kicked their feet, rolled their eyes 
and thoso of them who could wiggled their eara 
In order to express their emotions. 


These early actors have been replaced by 


true artists. An actor who feels and lives his 
part makes himself clear to an audience by 
the simple character of his work. It took the 
old-time movie aqtor a Ions time to learn this, 
many of them never did learn It, but those who 
did not learn it have gone back to the tallow- 
dip circuit, where they originated. 


The pantomimic actor was the gre est bin* 


drance the movir.g-pictura stage ever had. His 
work brought down more ridicule than any of 
the many incongruities of the art In its crude* 
days. 


Not two years ago one of the biggest produc- 


ing companies in the country released a pioi 
ture where the big scene showed tho heroine 
imprisoned in a deserted building which was on 
fire. The hero starts to the rescue, lie runs, 
walks, ricies horseback, uses an automobile, an 
airship, a motor boat, uses his powers as a 
swimmer, and every few minutes there Is a 
cut-back of the girl In the burning building. 
Thero was not the least bit of doubt In any- 
body's mind but that the hero ,waa on his way 
to g«t the- girl out- °' there, but yet when this 
bonehead reached the foot of the stairs, he 
stopped, slapped himself on the ctiest 
and 


pointed to the stairway before he started to 
ascend. 


This style of acting haa passed. 
Another type of screen actor who has disap- 


peared is tha old-time movie lover, the chap 
who used to blow himself up Ilka a pouter 
pigeon and wall his ayes afound to register 
undying love and affection. 


They used to have a regular formula for reg- 


isteVing tha different feelings and emotions la 
many of the studios.
